Timber Wealth in North 


Wooded 

The increasing penetration of agri- 
cultural settlement, the extension of 
the trapping field, and perhaps above 
all the discovery of oil and valuable 
minerals in the area, inducing more 
exhaustive exploration, have made 
the sub-Arctic north of Canada’ more 
generally known and have revealed 
resources not previously known or 
widened the limited knowledge as to 
their extent. One of the resources 
of this great area of which little is 
generally known is its timber wealth. 
This, according to the Canadian For- 
estry Magazine, is sullicient to sup- 
ply the country for a number of years. 
Up to well within the Arctic Circle, 
where they dwindle in size, are to be 
found quantities of spruce, tamarac, 
jackpine, poplar, larch, birch and wil- 
low, all of good size and in commer- 


| cial quantities, 


In the Mackenzie district, white 
and black spruce attain a height of 
eighty to one hundred feet, and in a 
majority of cases these are straight 
and furnish at least two logs to a tree 
ot good size. Below Fort Smith dur- 
in an area of 
nbout a square mile, two hundred 
logs were cut, averaging forty feet 
long and ten to eighteen inches in dia- 
meter. Spruce is found in scattered 
groups, but the clumps are generally 
large, annual rings numbering one 
hundred being quite common, White 
spruce attains its full size In the val- 
leys especially, The lower halt of 
the Slave River is thickly wooded in 
this respect.

BRIEFLY TOLD 


Dr. A. Lavaran, 77, professor at the 
Pasteur Institute, famous for his re- 
searches in malarial diseases and 
sleeping sickness, died May 18. 

The United States Red Cross, after 
eight years of work, during which it 
expended more than $400,000,000, will 
close its main activities in Europe at 
the end of June, 


The Galteemore Creamery in Tip- 
perary has been burned. It was one 
of those taken over from the owners, 
by the workers, 
who hoisted a red flag over it. 

Finn Malmgren, a young Swedish 
scientist, is leaving for Seattle, Wash., 
to join the Amundsen North Polar 
pedition, according to a Reuter 
patch from Christiania, Norway. 

From December 15, 1921, until May 
1, 1922, the Alberta division of the 
Canadian Red Cross Society issued re- 
lief to 18,995 individuals in the proy- 
ince to a total value of $104,627.21, 
according to the statement issued by 
Mrs. C. B. Waagen, vice-president.
